Having Ae 1 in the summer of 1956, the manuscript of my 
Modern Greek Vocabulary, it seemed a proper time to turn 
immediately to another lexicographical problem, one which had 
bothered me for several years. In my elementary Sanskrit 
classes, both my students amd myself had been annoyed from 
time to time by the absence of an English-Sanskrit reference 
work. Two works of this nature were in existence: M. Monier- 
Williams published his "English-Sanskrit Dictionary" in 1851, 
V. S. Apte published his "The Students’ English-Sanskrit 
Dictionary" at Bombay in 1884 (reprinted 1893 and 1920). 

Both of these books have long since become unavailable and 
while this present effort is in no sense intended to rival 
the older works, for, to say the least, they are several 
times the size of this work, yet I offer a temporary stop- 
gap to fill present needs of the student. But, in addition 
to their unavailability, the two works present a difficulty 
for the American student. Monier-Williams wrote, and 
translated, in his own language, British English, and Apte in 
his adopted language, the Anglo-Indian variety of British 
English. I need not dwell on the numerous lexical differences 
that are familiar to American students; these come out most 
clearly in the field of the Classics, but they are present 
also in the Indic field. Two common examples will dos: 

GRAIN ;: CORN, PORCUPINE ¦ HEDGEHOG. 


In the light of what has been said, it has seemed useful to 
me to construct a brief but handy English-Sanskrit vocabulary 
for the use of American students. From its slim bulk it is 
obvious that the present glossary is not a complete English 
to Sanskrit dictionary. The approximately 2750 entries have 
been chosen first on the basis of probable high frequency, 
secondly on the basis of their interest in the field of 
comparative Indo-European linguistics, and thirdly on the 


basis of general, practical Indian culture. 70 exemplify the

last criterion may be mentioned such entries as BANYAN, 
METEMPSYCHOSIS, BETEL, CHARIOT, PEARL, ASCETIC, -words which 


normally one would not expect to find in an English १००0 


list of this scope. Such words lead the student into 
specifically Indian geography and customs. 


The English-Sanskrit dictionsries of Monier-Williams and of 
Apte have not been available to me, and I have not attempted ~ 
to secure them for use. Anyone experienced in the use of ic 
dictionaries is aware of a kind of lexicographical ‘tradition! _ | 
which consists, quite simply, of borrowing more of less ८) 
heavily from one's predecessors. The bad feature of this yet 
tradition is the likelihood of perpetuating errors of fact or 


faulty methods of presentation. 


One device which proved helpful in the making of this glossary . 
was the compilation of lists of semantically related words, 
such as numerals, parts of the body, members of the family, 
tools, €te. In this part of the: taak Buck’s Dictionary was — 
very suggestive, although of course his listings are as 
deliberately restricted. The net result in the vocabulary is, । 
as one might expect, an Asiatic geography and zoology, and 
an oriental culture, with especially heavy emphasis on | 
religious terms. Most obvious compounds, of which the vast ॥ 
bulk of the Sanskrit vocabulary is composed, have been omitted. 
They can easily be found or constructed from a knowledge of — | 
the basic Lexical ingredients. The size of the Sanskrit 
vocabulary, including Vedic, classical and post-classical, 

is probably very close to 200,000 words. Monier-Williams 
estimates 180,000 as the number of words in his Sanskrit- 
English Dictionary. Many of these words, of course, are 


found only in the native lexicographers. 


The student will not expect to find listed such English words % 
which refer to modern things or western: (non-Indian) ideas or 
climatic phenomena. It has proved difiicult to determine 


Sanskrit equivalents for some English words, for various

reasons. For example, there are no entries: FORK, HISTORY, 
SOAP, TABLE, BURY, WEEK. Nautical terms, coins, weights and 
measures, etc. are likewise not listed. On the other hand, 
Sanskrit has a very exhaustive abstract vocabulery, one which 
could only be selected for purposes of this Glossary. Another 
feature of Sanskrit vocabulary is the occasion of many 
synonyms in unexpected areas. For example GOLD, RAY, PLEASURE, 
and WATER have each a large variety of equivalents in Sanskrit. 
The student is expected to check in the reference dictionaries 
for more precise meanings of synonyms, some of which are only 
approximate. Very commonly, of course, it is a matter of 
Vedic usage vs. classical, as e.g. ALL (Vedic vigva, but 
classical sarva). In this Glossary some attention is paid to 
subentries, especially of common verbs and particles. See BE, 
GET, GO, HOLD, IN, KEEP. 


There is no special order of arrangement of several Sanskrit 
meanings. In general the commonest word (in so far as this 
can be determined) will be placed first, but a Vedic word, 

(= < ted, may come first. “\The abel late Vedic jsually 
means Atharva-Veda or Brahmana. One Pali word is included 
(under MONK). The later classical vocabulary borrowed heavily 
from Prakrit and from surrounding languages. No indication is 
given of this element, except to mention Arabic and especially 


Greek as sources. 


The transliteration follows in the main that of Whitney's 
Grammer and of Lanman's Reader. The accents marked refer to 
the Vedic high pitch (udatta). For words not occuring in the 
accented manuscripts of the Vedic literature, these accents 
are of course not discoverable with certainty, and for the 
classical language they are meaningless. Yet the accent must 
be given, for it is a part of the word which bears it. 
Because of typing difficulties, the accent which falls on a 
long vowel is not indicated. Velar nasal is written as n, 


palatel nasal as fi, palatal sibilant as ¢, and anusvara as 7
